The work- 
shop on “Grants” was unani- 
mously praised — everyone felt this 
should be a standard offering at 
every convention! Another highly 
rated workshop was the one on 
“Board Development and Organi- 
zation.”

Arts Funding 
Extended To 
Rural Areas 


The availability of arts funding 
and programs to rural com- 
munities is being increased 
through the Rural Arts Initiative, a 
new program established by the 
Kansas Arts Commission (KAC) in 
cooperation with the Association 
of Community Arts Agencies of 
Kansas (ACAAK), 


ACAAK helps Kansas towns to 
develop community-based arts 
organizations capable of provid- 
ing quality arts experiences for 
their citizens. These loca] arts 
councils can apply to the Commis- 
sion for grants for partial funding 
for arts programs, 


The Rural Arts Initiative is a con- 
centrated effort to provide cultural 
development Opportunities to 
communities that lie outside met- 
ropolitan areas and have pop- 
ulations under 20,000. In addition, 
communities must not have re- 
ceived major grant funding from 
the Kansas Arts Commission dur- 
ing the past two fiscal years to be 
eligible for Rural Arts Initiative 
grants. 


Local organizations such as 
school districts, chambers of com- 
merce, libraries, civic groups, 
senior citizen centers, churches, 
hospitals, and units of city or 
county government may apply to 
participate. 


Those who meet the Rural Arts 
eligibility requirements may apply 
for Rural Arts Special Project 
grants to cover up to 75 percent of 
expenses to support indigenous 
local or regional activities, such as 
an exhibition, art class, festival, 
community theatre, orchestra or 
choir. 


Other Kansas Arts Commission 
funding programs are available to 
eligible organizations from rural 
communities, which may apply for 
up to 75 percent of the artist fees to 
bring in a performing artist or 
artists from the Kansas Touring 
Program for performances, work- 
shops or master classes. 


In addition, artists from the Arts in 
Education roster may be selected 
for residencies of three to five days 
in an eligible community with 
Commission support for up to 75 
percent of the artist fee.

The 1989 Kansas Arts Excellence Program is Southwes- 
tern Bell Foundation’s way of saying the Kansas arts 
community is important to the state, its people and 
its businesses. 
In cooperation with the Association of Kansas Theatre 
and the Association of Community Arts Agencies of 
Kansas, Southwestern Bell Foundation is ohne the 
program to support theatres and local arts agencies. 


Arts excellence grants totaling $80,000 from Southwes- 
tern Bell Foundation are being offered in three cat- 
egories: Arts Agency Educational Projects, Special De- 
velopmental Projects and Theatrical Production Un- 
derwriting. 


Arts Excellence grants will be awarded based on local 
cultural needs, the quality of a sponsoring group’s past 


activities, opportunity for local promotions and grant 
availability. 


Applicants will be notified 


of acceptance or denial be- 
fore May 30. 


Criteria For All Applicants 


e Must be located within Southwestern Bell Tele- 
phone’s Kansas service area. 


e Must have a board of directors comprised of local 
citizens. 

¢ Must have existed for at least one year before request- 
ing a grant. 

¢ Must be financially solvent. 

¢ Must have 501 (c) (3) tax exempt status under the code 
of the Internal Revenue Service. 

¢ Must meet specific criteria listed under category des- 
cription. 

Grant Application Guidelines 


— Acompleted application must be returned to the ap- 
plicant’s Southwestern Bell Telephone Community Re- 
lations Manager by March 15. 


— Only one application per category will be ac- 
cepted. 


— Grant requests must include the following: 


e Previous year’s financial report or audit 

¢ Current operating budget 

¢ Playbills or programs from at least two previous pro- 
ductions or activities 

¢ Completed standard budget page (provided with 
grant application form). 

e Proof of 501 (c) (3) tax exempt status. 


Evaluation 


Within 90 days following the completion of a funded 
project or production, grant recipients must submit a 
written evaluation of the event along with a financial 
report, playbill or program, attendance summary and 
samples of advertising and media coverage. 


Failure to submit evaluation will cause organization to 
be ineligible for future grants. 
Categories 


1) Arts Agency Educational Project 
Total grant money available: $20,000 


Category guidelines: oe 

¢ Applicant must be a member of the Association of 
Community Arts Agencies of Kansas. 

e Applicant must meet the following definition of a 
local arts agency: “Applicant is a multi-disciplined, 
community based organization.” 

° A significant portion of the project must be designed 
to enhance arts education in local schools or with 
various constituency groups. 


* If project includes a workshop, seminar, professional 
appearance, etc., facilitators and speakers must be 
identified. 


2) Special Developmental Projects 
Total grant money available: $10,000 


Category guidelines: 

¢ Applicant must be a member of the Association of Kan- 
sas Theatre (University/College and Professional 
theatres are not eligible). 

¢ Applicants must meet the following definition of a 
community theatre: “A duly constituted theater, com- 
prised of performers from different walks of life, with 
its main focus and purpose being theatrical per- 
formances.” 

¢ Requests for capital improvements such as equip- 
ment and building projects will not be considered. 

* If project includes a workshop, seminar, or pro- 
fessional appearance, facilitators and speakers must 
be identified. ( 

e Requests must fit one of the following three project 
areas: 
A) Artist in Residence allows a community 
theatre to bring in a director, designer, costumer, 
playwright, musical director, choreographer or pro- 
fessional actor/actress for the purpose of upgrading 
the quality of production and teaching the working 
members of the theatre group new techniques in 
some aspect of production. 


B) Project Assistance/Development allows a 
community theatre to launch, improve or expand a 
supplemental theatrical program such as a children’s 
theatre, senior adult theatre, readers’ theatre or an 
experimental theatre program. 


C) Technical/Management Assistance — allows a com- 
munity theatre to hire a consultant in theatre man- 
agement to help set goals and objectives, develop 
appropriate bylaws, establish a financial accounting 
system or develop more effective methods for recruit- 
ing and retaining volunteers. 


Theatrical Production Underwriting 

Total Available: $50,000 

Category Guidelines: 

¢ Must be an amateur theatre organization. 


e Grant money must be used to support a theatrical 
production, designed for public attendance.

Application for Rural Arts Special 
Project grants must be submitted 
at least one month before a 
planned event Applications will 
be reviewed as they are received, 
and funds will be awarded until 
exhausted. The last day to apply 
will be May 1, 1989. and all funded 
activities must be completed by 
June 30, 1989. 

Through a grant from the Com- 
mission. Ms. Gloria Throne of 
rural Douglas County has been 
hired by ACAAK to help coor- 
dinate the program and assist 
rural communities. Part of the pro-
